Russian Drive With New

Vigor ‘and Fresh Troops
Compels Evacuation of
Deatly Gained Positions.

: PETROGRAD, Dee, 1.

The German armies under Fleld Marshal
von Hindenburg and Oberat Generdl van
Muckenzen have bLeen compelled to take
up new positions by the vigor of the
Russian attnaks west of Warsnw.

In Poland the Russian positions nre sat-
Infactory at every polnt, thanks to the
wteategry of Grand Duke Nicholas, Iietd
Marshal von Hindenburg has been com-
pelled to abandon his nesnults on tha
roads converging at Warsaw and his
forcen are now on the defenwive,

The positton held by the Germans on
the right bank of tha Brura n few miles
north of Sochueceaw hai been abandoned
by them. Hard Nghting 18 n progross
around Hollmow, whers the Germane are
resliting the advance of the Russlans
with the osournga of despalr,

A battls ia raging around Gombin, ba-
tween Lowles and the Vistula Fiver,
where the Germans have thrown forward
the flower of their tnvading army Into
the fray. The early smtages of this en-
gagement have basn favorable to the
Ruseinns, who captured n whols platoon
of quick-Niring guns.

The Russians are again driving In the
direction of Cracow from a point Imme-
dintely enst of Zakllczyn, Tirst, howaver,
they must force a passage of the Dun-
ajec River at that polnt. Zakllezyn Is
only 15 miles southeast of Cracow,
There is a hard fight for trenches aouth
of Inowloda.

The Rusalana' advance hias been steady
sincs Sunduy, especinlly In the sphere
of cparations south of the Vistula. The
ability of Grand Duka Nicholas to place
freah formations upon his battle front
to opposa the wornout German troops
has compelled Oborst General von Mack-
enzen and Fleld Marshul von Hindenburg
to change thelr plan of campaign and to
rotire to other positions on the Bzaurn
and Rawlka Rivers.

The ofMeln]l statement from Goneral
Headquarters today shows that heavy
fighting continuer wast of Warsaw
agaln#t the Cermans Al Bolimow, near
Bochaczew, on the lower Brura River, nt
Inowlods, on ths Pillica and at Malago-
schtsoh, which im on the Nida River. Con-
flict has been genaral in these districts
for several days,

The evecuation by tha Germans of the
village of Mistreewice, five miles north
of Sochaczew, related officinlly by the
War ©OfMcea, s regarded by military
critics hore an “ringing down the ocurtain
on the third German pdvance toward
Warnaw."

At a tremendous cost to themselves
the Germans had succeeded In establlsh-
Ing a foothald In Mistreewlce, on the
sast bank of the Brzura River, but their
peralatent sledge hammer attacks during
the Iast three weeks falled to penetrats
the Russian line before Warsaw. Thae
Germana steadlly thraw reinforcements
Into the town In an endeavor to extend
their position along the river. When It
became evident that the Austriun ad-
wance from the Carpathian Mountalns
had fniled, the Germans evacuated the
village during Intervals between Rusalun
attacks. The Austrinn oparations from
the Carpathlans evidently formed an in-
tegral part of the genoral plan of the
Germana for the Warsaw campalgn.

In Galiclan the Russians huve thlien the
Important town of Gorlice, 15 miles south
of Tuchow, whera the Fussianas reocently
hialted the weat Gallolan army of ths
Austrians, preventing it from joining
with that of General Boehm-Ermolll,
which was advancing from Banok and
Lisko.
